EIGHTY MILES AN HOUR. 


The Defeat of The Conservative Meas­ 
ure in the House of Commons F ri­ 
day Night Puts His 
Party Into 
Power Again—Personnel of The 
New Ministry a Mystery. 
London, June 24.—It was announced 
last evening that the outcome of the 
deliberations of the cabinet In conse­ 
quence of the adverse vote in the house 
of commons on F riday is 
th at Lord 
Rosebery, the prime minister, has ten­ 
dered his resignation to the queen. Her 
m ejesty has therefore summoned Lord 
Salisbury, the leader of the Conserva- 


Successful Test of Electric Locomotives 
on Nantasket Beach. 
N antasket, Mass., June 24.—The sec­ 
ond trial of electricity as a motive pow­ 
er on the N antasket Beach division of 
the New York, New Haven & H art­ 
ford Railroad took place last night with 
as much secrecy as charterized the first 
tests. The result insures the success of 
the experiment. 
The trial last night 
was with an electric locomotive spec­ 
ially geared for speed, and the small 
party of officials who were aboard dur­ 
ing the trip say th a t for three miles 
on the straightaw ay track between 
here and Hull the locomotive traveled 
a t an average speed of eighty miles 
an hour. They claim th at greater speed 
could have been attained had it not 
been for a hot box. Another electric 
locomotive was attached to a train of 
three passenger coaches and a hefcvy 
steam locomotive, the whole weighing 
over one hundred and seventy-five tons, 
and easily moved them at a rate of 
speed equal to th at of a steam locomo­ 
tive. 
The starting and stopping was 
especially prompt. The Consolidated of­ 
ficials are greatly pleased with the 
tests.

New Bedford, Mass., June 24.—By the 
breaking of a wheel on a D artm outh 
and W estport street railway car yester­ 
day afternoon thtrty persons were badly 
injured. Some of theip may die. Fol­ 
lowing is a list of the injured:

The accident happened to a car th at 
was running at a high rate of speed 
down Smith’s Mills’ Hill, one of the 
steepest grades on any street railroad 
In New England. When part way down 
the hill a forward wheel broke, the car 
smashed into a stone wall and tipped 
over. 
Many of the 
passengers were 
crushed under the car. All of the pass­ 
engers say that the car was going at a 
terrific speed; th at they never rode so 
fast before, not even on a steam rail­ 
road. 
P. J. Ryan, who was probably 
fatally Injured, says he thinks the car 
was going at fully eighty miles an hour.

pushed open the little door of the cage, 
which had been left unlatched, and lev­ 
eling a revolver at the cashier, said, 
“H ands up!*’ 
Instead of complying, 
the cashier reached for bis revolver, 
and the robber shot him twice. 
Mr. 
Birch fired two shots, but It is not be­ 
lieved they took effect. 
The m urderer 
secured between $300 and $400. but over­ 
looked a draw er containing $4,000. 
He 
then made his escape. 
W orking on the theory th at the a t­ 
tack was planned by persons having 
an intim ate knowledge of the 
com­ 
pany’s affairs, officers 
early 
began 
searching for discharged 
employes. 
John Klein was the first to come under 
police surveillance.

FOR AN ALIBI. 


Ex-Warden to Be Prosecuted. 
Topeka, Kan., June 24.—Ex-W arden 
Chase, who turned over the keys of the 
K ansas penitentiary Saturday, is to be 
prosecuted by state officials for mis­ 
appropriation of public funds. For sev­ 
eral years Oklahoma has been keeping 
prisoners in the K ansas penitentiary on 
contract. While Chase was under sus­ 
pension he went to Guthrie and collect­ 
ed $2,300, a part of which he used In pay­ 
ing the salaries of himself and members 
of his family. 
Under the law this is 
m isappropriation of public funds, and 
the state officials will institute criminal 
proceedings against the ex-warden. 


Man Accused of Lynching Barrett Scott 
Will Rely on That. 
Butte, Neb., June 24.—To-day the al­ 
leged lynchers of B arrett Scott take tho 
stand to testify in their own behalf. 
They are expected to assist in estab­ 
lishing an alibi by declaring that they 
were hunting stock in the sand hills 
at the time of the lynching. 
This can­ 
not be successfully denied, as in the 
neighborhood of the three defendants’ 
homes there is a vast territory in which 
stock ranges and where white men are 
seldom seen. 


Rainy Lake Bank Robbers

D uluth. Minn., June 24.—According to 
a message which was received by Dep- 
I uty Sheriff Amos Shepherd there has ( 
been a fight between a party of of­ 
ficers and the Rainy Lake bank rob­ 
bers. 
After the exchange of a number 
of shots the men made good their es­ 
cape, striking out for

Originates In a Drug House and 
•150,000 Damage. 
Lincoln. Neb., June 24.—Lincoln fire­ 
men battled from midnight Saturday 
night until daylight yesterday with the 
most stubborn and costly fire that has 
visited the city for over three years. It 
had Its origin in the H. T. Clarke brick 
four-story and basement wholesale drug 
house, and thirty minutes 
after 
the 
alarm was beyonJ control, though the 
firemen managed to confine it to the 
one building. 
Two sections were

tally destroyed, with 
a loss on 
the 
building of $60,000. Best estim ates make 
the total loss on building and stock,$125,- 
000 to $150,000, well insured. The origin 
of the fire Is a mystery. 


Japan Having Trouble. 
Yokohama, June 7.—(Steam er Coptic, 
via San Francisco, Cal., June 24.)—The 
latest Corean developments are Justly 
regarded with grave anxiety. Until 
few weeks ago the dominating influence 
of the Japanese was securely m ain­ 
tained, but since the announcement of 
Japan’s submission to the recent de­ 
mand of Russia and her allies, the Co- 
reans have convinced themselves that 
Russia alone is to be feared and courted 
and that they may safely repudiate 
their pledges to the island empire. L it­ 
tle deference is paid to Count Inonye 
and the government leaders are seeking 
to ingratiate themselves with the Rus­ 
sian diplomatic agent by every conceiv­ 
able device. 


Giant Powder Explrdes. 
Hazleton, Pa., June 24.—Two thousand 
kegs of giant powder stored in Fisher’s 
mills, at Krebb’s station, exploded Sat­ 
urday night. The very mountains were 
shaken from base to summit, and peo­ 
ple living at Catawassa, two miles dis­ 
tant, were thrown from 
their beds. 
There was no one about the mills as far 
as is known, and the cause of the ex­ 
plosion is a mystery. 
It is thought, 
however, that some tram ps effected an 
entrance to the building and in some 
way ignited the powder. The people in 
the surrounding towns at first thought 
th at an earthquake had taken place, 
and the wildest excitem ent prevailed. 
No casualties are reported. 


Grasshoppers Killed by Microbes. 
Denver, Col., June 24.—Prof. S. P. 
Gillette, entomologist of the state ag 
ricultural college, after an exam ina­ 
tion of the fluids of some of the mil­ 
lions of grasshoppers cnat have died 
near Brighton, finds th at they are dy 
ing not from the attacks of a parasite 
insect, but from a contagious disease 
caused by m inute germs similar, but 
not exactly like the germs th at cause 
such diseases as cholera, anthrax, tu 
berculosis, etc., in higher animals. 
It 
is hoped this disease will destroy the 
greater proportion of the grasshoppers 
th at threaten to be a scourge in east­ 
ern Colorado, Nebraska, and Kansas 
this season.

REPORTS OF CUBAN SUC C ESS. 


Inflammatory Statements Published la 
the Madrid Newspapers. 
Madrid, June 24.—The Madrid press Is 
publishing inflamatory statem ents as to 
the reported demand of the United 
States for the settlem ent of the M ora 
claim. 
The impression apparently Is 
th at H avana is to be seized and held 
unless the Mora claim is paid. 
T he 
M adrid newspapers say editorially th a t 
President Cleveland's recent proclama­ 
tion against Cuban filibusters in the 
United States was to be followed by the 
paym ent by the Spanish government of 
the Mora claim. The papers take th e 
position that under this understanding 
the United States authorities will not 
exert themselves to carry out the 
president’s proclamation by a suppres­ 
sion of the filibusters until Spain baa 
actually paid the claim. There is entire 
silence on the subject in governm ent 
circles, and the excited statem ents of 
the Madrid press are not credited among 
officials. 


Army 
Artillery Belonging to Spanish 
Falls Into Their Bands. 
Tampa. Fla., June 
24.—Advices by 
steam er from H avana are that all the 
artillery possessed by the Spanish forces 
in the eastern departm ent have fallen 
into the hands of General Antonio Ma­ 
ceo. June 19 an entire battalion of vol­ 
unteers deserted to the insurgents, with 
all their officers, excepting the colonel. 
The only remaining company of artil­ 
lery left H avana June 21 for Matabano, 
and no regular troops now remain in 
Havana. 


Sensational Story Denied. 
New York., June 24.—Vernon Davis, 
the assistant district attorney, was seen 
at his house last night in reference to 
the fire bugs who, it is alleged, have 
been firing buildings and securing the 
insurance money. Mr. Davis said there 
were absolutely no new developments 
In the case. 
He scouted the statem ent 
published in one of the evening papers 
that a 
member of the gang was em­ 
ployed in the district 
attorney’s of­ 
fice. 
He was equally em phatic 
in 
denying a story published in one of the 
Sunday papers 
which quotes

M arch. To be exact it w as on the m orn 
Ing of M arch 29. 1848; and for several 
h o u rs the w onderful to rren t did cease 
to flow, and the river ran dry. The pre 
ceding w inter had been a severe one, 
And the ice which had form ed in Lake 
E rie was 
of 
phenom enal 
thickness. 
T here came on M arch 27 a sudden and 
exceedingly 
w arm 
spell 
of w eather 
w hich m elted the snows, and then 
w arm rain poured 
down 
in to rren ts 
durin g the entire day of the 2Sth of 
M arch. 
The ice w as loosened and 
stro n g east wind drove it fa r out on 
th e lake during the night. B ut a t sun­ 
rise on the 29th the wind came fro m the 
w est, and, as th e sailors say, it w as 
“ blowing great guns.” This terrific gale 
drove the imm ense m a ss of ice Into ti 1 
m outh of the N ia g a ra river, where it 
w as gorged and piled up from shore to 
shore, h e rm e tic a lly se a lin g the river and 
dam m ing the w aters b a c k into the lak e. 
T h u s it happened th at N iagara river 
ra n dry, its fa lls became bleak, barren 
rocks, and its m ighty thunders w ere 
p u t to sleep. W ithin fo u r or five hon-a 
tin y stream s of w ater began to tric k le 
through the gorge.

Many People Think That Private Par­ 
ties Should Be Compelled to Fol­ 
low the Lowe th Plan—Complaint 
Made About The Proposed Trim­ 
ming of Shade Trees. 


Two perplexing questions now con­ 
front the common council and the 
property owners. The first and most 
important is that relating to the con­ 
struction of sewers. 
Many people 
insist that the council must now take 
hold of the construction of the main 
sewers as contemplated in the Loweth 
plan and that people whose premises 
demand sewerage may find an outlet 
therein. 
People who reside several 
blocks from the river hesitate putting 
in private sewers, inasmuch as those 
who now have 
sewers 
on their 
streets charge, they claim, exorbitant 
prices for connections. 
So far, the 
city has taken no steps whatever, be­ 
yond the procuring of plans, yet a 
score or more private sewera have 
been constructed since the plans were 
approved, all leading directly to the 
river regardless of 
the 
approved 
plana. 
Some of the aldermen now favor di­ 
viding the city Into sewer districts, 
as contemplated by the plans, and 
then if the people in any particular 
district desire the sewer built, espec­ 
ia lly the main division, the council 
will undcubtenly go ahead with the 
construction.

a dead letter lrcm the day it was 
passed. Its enforcement, it is claimed 
would ruin nearly every tree in the 
city, h >nce no attempt was or has bean 
made to enforce it. 
QSlnce electric lights have superceded 
gas, 
it has materially altered 
the 
case. 
On many streets the branches 
of

trees 
make 
a 
com­ 
plete 
arch 
of 
the 
street. 
At this season, when the trees are in 
full foliage, the electric lights have 
very little effect in illuminating the 
street beyond the first trees next to 
the light. 
It is claimed by some that 
the trees should be trimmed in such a 
manner as to admit of a clear and un­ 
obstructed view of the lamp from one 
to the other.

M anna. 
Manna is the concentrated juice of 
several plants which grow in great 
abundance in many parts of south Eu­ 
rope, Asia and Africa. 
The tree which 
most geuerously produces it is a sort of 
ash. 
The juice exudes from the stem 
during the summer mouths, as a conse­ 
quence of the punctures of an insect 
that infests tho tree, but the better 
kinds of manna, known as “ flake man­ 
na,” are obtained from incisions made 
in the bark. The poorer qualities come 
from the bark near the roots of the tree. 
The manna of commerce is obtained 
chiefly from Sicily and Calabria. A va 
riety is collected by the Arabian Bed­ 
ouins from a species of tamarix, which 
is used 011 bread like honey. 
Tho word 
is believed to be derived from the Syriac 
mono, a gift, though there is littlo evi­ 
dence that the medical substance now 
known by that name has anything in 
common with the manna mentioned in 
the travels of the Israelites.
